Dear Jlary, 

Sorry it’s taken ae so lozis to write but I have been plagued 
with oountless chores. One of ay professors, a aild-aannered 
aoderate->ta-liberal, and 18 friends dressed in ties and jackets 
were arrested for allegedly running a disorderly house (based 
on the allegation that taking donations for fighting the build- 
ing of ABM sites in Nobth Dakota and giving out drinks consti- 
tuted selling liquor without a license). The raid was conductst 
by ^ cops Who had no warrant, enterdd without knocking, and 
who then went through person correspondence and confiscated all 
personal files (including even scientific papers and a PTA file- 
The whole group spent the night in jail. So, after this illegai 
search and seizure there are now I9 aiddle-cdass suburbanites 
who are thinking of beooaing radicals. Meanwhile, one of ky 
patients attempted suicide and I have been going great ^uns 
speaking at drug syaposiuas and doing publicity for otir Walk-In 
Center and the other eaergenoy services we have put together. 
This past week I spoke to two groups of important people in- 
cluding s<Mte important corporate lawyers who flew here from 
Boston and also Yale to eventually reach, hopefully, some peopL 
with influence. Qie knew most of the Warren Commission attom- 
ies and people like Biokel. 

On a different subject, as far as possible psychotherapists 
for Jimmy Lee, here is what I have found: 

Maurice Koman, PhD psychologist, Dallas, U. of Texas Medical 
School— we checked on him here— he is one of our better 
graduates, was a VA trainee, is bright, perceptive, and 
warm according to his ex-supervisors. 

Then. Dr. Gardner Lindzey, one of the top psychologists in 
the ooiintry Mois at the J. of Texas at Austin found the 
following persons who have reputations within the professional 
commimity as good psychotherapists and as people who have had 
specific interests and experience in dealing with drug problems 
Drs. Donald Gillen, David Lipsher, W.B. Beavers, and John 
Heitmaxm. The first two are psychologists and the latter 2 
are psychiatrists. He made a number of inquiries and thkse 
are the best people he could find. I regret that neither he 
nor I know akiy of the 4 he found or one I found personally.-
